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Harry  Bass  Receives  ANS  Gold  Medal 


Retiring  Society  President  Harry  W. 
Bass,  Jr.  was  honored  at  the  Society’s  Fall 
Meeting  for  his  years  of  dedicated  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  ANS.  Harry  W.  Fowler,  ANS 
President  pro  tem  read  the  following  cita¬ 
tion  on  behalf  of  the  Council  and 
membership: 

“At  its  April  meeting,  the  Council 
received  the  decision  of  Harry  W.  Bass  to 
retire  as  ANS  President  with  both  regret 
and  understanding.  During  his  incumben¬ 
cy  he  has  given  unstintingly  of  his  time  and 
energy  to  the  furtherance  of  the  Society’s 
goals  and  now  in  his  seventh  year  has 
decided  to  turn  the  presidential  respon¬ 
sibility  over  to  someone  else. 

“Harry’s  association  with  the  Society 
dates  to  1966  when  he  first  took  a  personal 
interest  in  the  development  and  conserva¬ 
tion  of  our  library  holdings.  He  became 
Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
the  Library  in  1980  and  continues  in  that 


position  today. 

“Harry  came  to  the  office  of  President 
in  January  1978,  immediately  following 
the  fortunate  conclusion  to  a  major  breach 
in  the  Society’s  security.  From  the  start  he 
provided  the  leadership  necessary  to  make 
the  hard  decisions  on  upgrading  the  entire 
security  program,  while  at  the  same  time 
realizing  our  responsibility  to  remain 
accessible. 

“It  was  Harry’s  foresight  and  generosi¬ 
ty  which  made  possible  the  development 
and  acquisition  of  the  Society’s  computer, 
a  decision  which  is  rapidly  changing  the 
scope  of  research  activity  at  the  Society  as 
well  as  making  available  a  wealth  ol  detail¬ 
ed  information  to  students  working  at  a 
distance  from  New  York. 

“Harry’s  years  as  President  are  impor¬ 
tant  for  another  significant  attribute — he 
has  been  the  spokesman  for  the  Society  to

ANS  1984  GRADUATE 
SEMINAR,  FELLOWSHIP 
APPLICATIONS  INVITED 

Applications  are  now  being  accepted  for 
the  33rd  annual  Graduate  Seminar  in 
Numismatics  to  be  held  at  the  Society  June 
11-August  10,  1985.  Ten  grants  in  aid, 
carrying  stipends  of  $1,200,  will  be  made 
to  students  of  high  competence  who  will 
have  completed  at  least  one  year’s  graduate 
study  in  classics,  archaeology,  history,  art 
history,  economic  history,  or  other  related 
disciplines.  Areas  of  study  may  include  the 
ancient  Mediterranean,  the  ancient  Near 
East,  medieval  Europe,  Latin  America,  the 
Islamic  world,  South  Asia,  or  East  Asia. 
Applications  will  be  accepted  also  from 
junior  university  or  college  instructors  with 
a  degree  in  one  of  these  fields.  Attendance 
at  the  seminar  is  restricted  to  graduate 
students  and  junior  faculty  members  at  in¬ 
stitutions  in  the  United  States  and  Canada. 
Grants  in  support  of  attendance  are  made 
possible  by  a  contribution  from  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Eric  P.  Newman. 

The  Seminar  program  includes  lectures 
and  conferences  conducted  by  specialists 
in  various  fields,  with  emphasis  on 
numismatic  methodology.  Students 
employ  the  resources  of  the  museum’s 
cabinets  and  library,  and  prepare  papers 
for  oral  delivery  and  written  submission 
during  the  ninth  week. 

William  E.  Metcalf,  Chief  Curator  of 
the  Society,  is  in  charge  of  the  Seminar 
program,  and  the  entire  curatorial  staff  as 
well  as  instructors  from  this  country  and 
abroad  will  participate.  P.J.  Casey  of  the 
Department  of  Archaeology,  University  of 
Durham,  England,  will  be  in  residence 
during  the  Seminar. 

Graduate  Fellowship

a  wider  audience,  articulating  the  objec¬ 
tives  of  the  ANS  while  helping  to  shape  this 
organization  to  serve  an  enlarging  circle  of 
patrons.  This  period  has,  in  the  history  of 
the  Society,  truly  been  the  Bass  years. 

“To  commemorate  the  Bass  years,  we 
are  happy  to  continue  the  tradition  begun 
when  your  predecessor,  Sam  Milbank, 
retired,  by  presenting  to  you,  on  behalf  of 
the  entire  Society,  this  example  in  gold  of 
the  Society  Member’s  Medal.  On  its  rim 
is  inscribed  'Harry  W.  Bass,  Jr.  President 
1978-1984.’  Harry,  I  know  that  everyone 
joins  me  in  saying  to  you — Thank  you  for 
leading  us.” 

Bass  Presents  Gift 

On  receiving  the  inscribed  medal,  Mr. 
Bass  remarked  that  he  was  both  surprised 
and  delighted  at  being  so  honored  but  that, 
in  fact  he  had  come  to  the  meeting  also 
bearing  a  gift.  He  told  the  audience  that 
his  decision  to  retire  as  the  Society’s  Presi- 


Contributions  totaling  $50,495  were 
credited  to  the  Society’s  Annual  Giving 
drive  for  the  fiscal  year  which  ended  on 
September  30,  1984,  exceeding  by  a  slim 
margin  the  goal  of  $50,000  set  for  the  year. 
In  all,  286  members  and  friends  of  the 
Society  contributed  to  the  drive  during  the 
period,  substantially  fewer  than  in  recent 
years  past.  Nevertheless  the  Society’s 
Council  has  increased  the  Annual  Giving 
goal  for  fiscal  year  1985  by  $10,000  to 
$60,000  reflecting  both  the  greater  need  of 
the  Society  and  the  belief  that  with  the  im¬ 
proved  economy,  more  members  will  be 
able  to  participate  in  this  important  means 
of  support  for  the  work  of  this  organiza¬ 
tion. 

Annual  Giving  provides  funds  for 
general  operations,  helping  to  close  the  gap 
between  the  established  sources  of  income 
and  the  increasing  costs  *of  operating  our 
museum  and  library. 

An  additional  $16,000  was  received  by 
the  Society  through  gifts  and  grants  to  the 
operating  fund  for  special  projects,  in¬ 
cluding  honoraria  for  consultants  and 


dent  was  made  possible  in  large  part  by  the 
knowledge  that  a  candidate  of  Mr. 
Fowler’s  caliber  stood  ready  to  accede  to 
the  leadership  position.  He  reminded  those 
present  that  Mr.  Fowler  had  played  a 
pivotal  role  in  the  celebration  of  the  Socie¬ 
ty’s  125th  anniversary  last  fall  by  heading 
up  the  highly  successful  fund  raising  effort 
during  the  two  years  that  preceded  the 
event.

Contributions  and  grants  to  the  Society 
for  restricted  purposes  amounted  to 
$120,300  in  fiscal  1984  for  a  variety  of  ac¬ 
tivities  ranging  from  coin  and  book  pur¬ 
chases  and  funding  of  new  publications  to 
the  ongoing  support  of  the  Society’s  com¬ 
puter  system  and  the  establishment  of  a 
new  research  fund  as  well  as  the  renewal 
of  the  grant  for  the  Assistant  Curator  in 
the  Greek  and  Roman  departments  and 
the  grant  from  the  NEH  in  support  of  the 
library  subject  index  project. 

Bequest  Received 

This  year  the  Society  received  a  bequest 
for  its  endowment  from  the  estate  of 
Wheaton  J.  Lane.  Mr.  Lane  had  served 
on  the  Society’s  Council  for  25  years.  An 
ideal  way  for  members  to  perpetuate  sup¬ 
port  for  the  Society  is  through  a  bequest. 
By  adding  to  the  endowment,  whether  for 
general  or  specific  purposes,  a  donor  pro¬ 
claims  an  enduring  expression  of  concern 
for  the  Society  and  its  future.  The  ANS 
and  its  attorney  stand  ready  to  assist 
members  who  desire  to  benefit  our 
organization  through  bequest.

NEW  MEDAL  PROPOSED 

The  Society’s  Standing  Committee  on 
Medals  and  Decorations  has  announced 
plans  to  begin  the  issue  of  a  new  series  of 
commemorative  medals  sponsored  by  the 
ANS.  The  first  of  these  will  be  a  medal  to 
mark  the  centennial  of  the  Statue  of  Liber¬ 
ty,  to  be  celebrated  in  1986.  While  it  an¬ 
ticipates  this  to  be  but  one  of  many  medals 
issued  for  this  event,  the  committee  hopes 
that  the  artistic  level  of  its  contribution  will 
make  it  stand  out  from  more  commercial 
pieces. 

The  proposed  medal  will  bear  on  one 
side  a  representation  of  the  Statue  of  Liber¬ 
ty  or  a  part  of  it  while  the  other  side  will 
relate  in  some  way  to  the  idea  of  liberty. 
The  design  will  also  include  the  dates  1886 
and  1986  and  have  either  the  name  of  the 
Society  or  its  insignia  of  an  oak-leaf  cluster 
somewhere  on  it.  The  rest  of  the  design  of 
the  medal  will  be  left  to  the  artist’s 
imagination. 

For  the  design  of  this  medal,  the  com¬ 
mittee  has  announced  an  open  competi¬ 
tion.  To  encourage  as  broad  participation 
as  possible,  a  two-tiered  award  system  has 
been  instituted.  Submissions  may  take  the 
form  either  of  a  two-dimensional  sketch  or 
a  three-dimensional  model.  If  a  three- 
dimensional  model  is  chosen,  the  entire 
$2,500  will  go  to  the  artist.  If  the  winning 
design  is  a  drawing,  the  artist  will  receive 
$  1 ,000,  and  $  1 ,500  will  be  provided  to  the 
sculptor  chosen  to  translate  the  design  in¬ 
to  a  working  model.  Complete  details  on 
the  competition  are  available  from  Alan 
Stahl,  secretary  of  the  Medals  Committee. 

With  the  issue  of  this  new  medal,  the 
Soc  irty  begins  a  new  series  of  medallic 
issues  commemorating  public  events  and 
returns  the  ANS  to  the  central  position  it 
held  in  the  field  of  medallir  sculpture  in  the 
first  der  ades  of  this  renfury,  when  sculptors 
like  Victor  I)  Brenner,  Daniel  Chester 
French  and  Cutzon  Borglum  produced 
medal*  under  ANS  sponsorship. 


Response  to  the  Society’s  announcement 
in  the  last  ANSNewsletter ,  offering  two  ear¬ 
ly  ANS  medals,  was  immediate.  The  en¬ 
tire  stock  of  Sullivan  medals  was  sold 
within  a  month  as  well  as  about  50  of  the 
Babelon  medals.
